ment of organisation in ptact and 
animal life. The fnndamentats at this 
part ot thai book were presented In: (i) 
Ail species have been produced by the 
development of varleitles from oommon 
stock, by the convorelon of those, first, 
into perniaoont races, and then by new 
spectM 'by° the proeeaa ot natural se- 
lectlcn. (2) The struggle for existenoe 
exerts this sélective actkm.
